The proposed admendment to claim 65 "the agonist anti-MAFA antibody or the antigen binding subsequence of the agonist 
anti-MAFA antibody binds to a MAFA polypeptide set forth in any of claims SEQ ID NO: 1 , 3 or 5" raises new issue that would require 
further consideration and search because the specific sequences such as SEQ ID NO: 1 , 3 or 5 to which the claimed antibody binds 
require further search and consideration. Further, the "antigen binding subsequence" raises the issue of 1 12 second because not only 
the full-length sequence of an agonist anti-MAFA antibody has not been disclosed, one of ordinary skill in the art cannot appraise which 
undisclosed "antigen binding subsequence" of an undisclsoed agonist anti-MAFA antibody" is part of the claimed invention. It is 
suggested that the term "antigen binding fragment thereof* be recited instead of "an antigen binding subsequence" when refile. All 
rejections remain. 
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
